This In a sad mistake In tho science 
of agriculture—an error which has caused more lu- 
lu ry to the farmer than almost any other. It shouli 
be an nndevltitlna rule with the farmer, to sow no 
more than ho Is able to get In, In proper ori!er, am 
harvest In due season. 


We would nlto urge upon tho attention of farmers 


the expediency of procuring an ample supply o 
fruit trees, Immediately, ro as to beiiblo lo raise frill 
of their own, an coon an Is consistent with tho nature 
of things. We have every reason to believe that the 
sell and cllnmtu of Wisconsin Is as well adapted to 
the cultivation of most kinds of fruit, as tho climate 
and toll of any of the northern States. At least w 
have rcen no evidence to the contrary as yet 
It Is 


however, a question In our own mind,whcthcr peach 
escan bo profitably cultivated In many sections o 
the State. 


Next In Importance Is, the cultivation ofrhadi 


trees and ornamental shrubbery, Many seem dlrpo 
sed to think that this it a mutter of minor conce 
quence, and therefore neglect It entirely. This li 
another flital mlntako. Nothing adds more to tin 
beauty, and even the value of a furiri, than lino stale 
ly ehudc trees, 'and fragrant and tuitofully arrange!
